South.

States, upon taking the oath of allegiance, can 
! the State government. Upon the 
of this proclamation the only ad 
by Mr. Lincoln's party 
ia the emancipation of tbe slavcja, but they 
pay pretty well for this. The States come in 
and resume their obligations and righto. 
Thry will, as In tbe case of Louisiana, un- 
der 

census. Although only one-tenth vote, they 
act for the whole number. They will not be 
disposed, it is true, to grant aby favor to the 
nlne-tecths who are disfranchised, but it 
would be the highth of folly to suppose they 
will not look keenly to their own interests 
rather than the interest* of persons in the 
Northern State*. They will tax New England 
m-snufactorlcst join with the West as the 
South did before. It will bs to thsir interest 
•>-. much then eb formerly, and they will be as 
attentive to their interests as ever the native- 
barn Southron was. In this manner poor 
outdone New Eneland will fled her political 
and financial interest cramped, not by the 
whole white population of the South, but by 
oclr one-tcntb. 

How hard it wi'l be when they find some 
keen Yankees with progressive zeal, who 
have been elected to Congress under the am- 
nesty proclamation, hying the taxes on their 
manufactories and manufacturca, and to feel 
at tbe 6«mc time it Is a minority — a email 
m no: ity to whom they hive given the power — 
who are engagtd In it. 

Of (-curse they will try to correct this evil 
by a new census, In which only the loval ore 
included; bu*. In that event the Senate will 
still have two of theec Representatives from 
each Stete, with a keen eye to their own inter- 
esie. 

We can sec but one safe way for Mr. Lin- 
coln and his friends by which, while being 
members of Congress frcm the Southern 
States, they may have an eye 6olely to the in- 
terests of the people in the Northern Statee. 
That is to introduce a clause Into the Consti- 
tution by muriial law, or otherwise, declaring 
t hit no Senator or Representative in the se- 
ceded States shall be a resident of any but a 
Northern S'.ate, and an additional clause in 
tbe oath, upon taking effk-e, shall be intro- 
duced, especially pledging them to have 6ole 
regard to the ,'nterc6ta of the Now England 
State* and wholesome care of their preju- 
dices.

"ST" The last Mexican news coming to hand 
is very unfavorable to the natives. It seems 
that the French and the Church party have 
occupied several important places — Guana- 
juto, the capital of the State of Guarajuto; 
Morclia, iu the State of Nuchoacan i Quere- 
taro sbd Aguas Calientes, tbe capitals of tbe 
States of the same name. It is further stated 
that a letter has been received in California 
from Juarez, in which he confesses that it is 
impossible for the Mexicans to compete with 
the superior arms and artillery of the French, 
and thus they will be reduced tp mere guer- 
rilla operations. He seems to have little hope, 
except in cise of the restoration of the Union, 
which will furnish him with a powerful ally 
From Europe the news is contradiciory. One 
report says Maximl lan is coming to Paris 
en route for Mexico. Another says positively 
that he has declined on account of the hostile 
position of the United States. Another cor- 
respondeut tells us that, tot* the same reason, 
Louis Napoleon has moditied his plans, and 
that It will now be his obj ect to establish a 
Republic in Mexico, with some renegade frcm 
tbe Juarez party to act as President. Iu these 
contradictory reports we can infer nothing as 
a certainty, or as even amounting to proba- 
bility.

:--*** \ coal field, the first of its kind, has 
been found in l»-azil. It lies partly in Hraz 1 
and partly in the Republic adjoining, and em- 
braces the rivers J<guaro,Cj>ndiotaaDd Tigre, 
the two latter being tributaries to the former. 
In some places tbe coal beds, 6hown in the 
outcrop over defiles of pampos, are &ixty-five 
feet thick. To the north of this coal field 
there exists two smaller beds, one of wblcb 
was in the province of Rio Grande dsSud, and 
was said to be very valuable, and the other in 
San Catharina. The fields were in one lice of 
deposit , from south to north, and appear to he 
oolitic. This is a most valuable discovery for 
the Braz'lian Government, which annually im- 
ports 25Q,000 tuns of coal at 49j. ster-ing per 
tun. If the Government opens these fields, 
coal could be supplied at 18 1. per tun, and dc 
pots for the supply of steamers could be 
formed. 

A Norwegian Bride's Costume.— When a 
Norse girl marries, she comes out for once in 
brilliant plumage. She decks herself out in 
the gaudiest of habiliments, with a profusion 
of gold and silver ornaments. The most co_- 
spicuous part of her costume is a crown of 
pure silver, gilt, and a scarlet cloth breast- 
piece, which is thickly studded with silver- 
gilt brooches and beads ©f various hues, be- 
sides little round mirrors!

— Col. Fifzpatrick cleaned up Saturday list, 
from four cord?— thirty-two tuns— of Berry's 
Grinnel quartz. $1,202 currency, slightly, over 
$37 per tun.— [Journal. 

— The Commop wealth says lhat Messrs. 
Wbitirg, Moody 6i Co. obtained from forty- 
nine cords of Alps ore $23,9S6 25 in gold, at 
coin value. The premium more than paid 
their entire exnfnaes, i^nv'ng nn actnal net 
profit in greenbacks of $24,500. That Is pretty 
good for a small operation, and less than three 
months' work.

Colorado Gold Mines.— We have just read 
a report on the condition and prospects of 
gold mining in Colorado, by 8. Douglas Cor- 
nell, of Bluffton, N. Y., in which w« found 
many iu'.en stitg facts. In 1858 that Trritory 
W36 tbe resort of a few trappers and traders 
with Indian tribes. To-day tbe population 
txceeds fifty tho«s^nd men, and such a rapid 
increase proves tbe profitable cbarsc-er of 
geld miningin Colorado. Still, quartz min'n*, 
ihe great and almost only method practiced 
in the Territory, fequires such ou liy for ina- 
ch ; nery and preliminary operations thnt immi- 
grants have been much slower to come than 
would have been the case in a country wberc 
the laborer Deedo no capi'al, but only his 
mamil libor, to (jet profitable rtnrns. 

Ic 1859 aud I860, the rich discoveries in tbe 
Gregory District, where Central City bss sicce 
been fcunded, established beyond a doubt that 
a new source of gold was presented to the 
world. Thi: work of prospecting, of extract- 
ing and g'indicg the q tartz, went hraveiy or; 
so much so, that the ji. ld of gold in the ter- 
ritory last year, as rfporfc" to the A«siy 
Office of New York, was $3,521,000, and tbe 
gold crop will be double this year, accord'*^ 
to the testimony ol well-informed persons in 
Colorado 

The gold-rroducine quart z, or ore, has, in 
effect, its oriaia far down in tbe earth. I*, 
was, acrording to geologists, forcibly ejected 
from beuea'h in crcv'ccs lormed by seme 
great convulsion of nature, through the old 
tranite recks The crevice is detected and 
traced from xbe Indication oa the surface, and 
the quartz taken out Irom various depths. 
Tbcu, perhaps, twpnty or fortv feet down, the 
miner arrives at o floor of diff-rent rock, con- 
taining little or no gold. This reck is known 
throughout the Territory as tbe "cip." In 
no case where the crev cr is well defined and 
the surface quartz has been rich, bavc pcrsis'- 
ent efforts to find the gold under the "cap" 
ever failed to succeed. 

The quar z contains larg? quantities of sul- 
phate of iron, or iroT pyriUs, in connection 
with the gol ). Besides this there are many 
other ingredients, vr.iylne frequently in kind 
t>nd proportion in the dlffirem lode", as cop- 
per, silver, antimony, arser.ic and also tin. 

In most of tbe lodes now worked the ore 
pays It least $30 p.'T tun, while In some in- 
sta'nees the same quality Yields $150, $200 and 
even as bish as $5J0, treated by tbe stamping 
process aloue. Tula ore yield?, upon analysis, 
from three to five times ss much gold as can 
be saved bj the ordinary methods now la u=e, 
giving results which appear to be almost fab- 
ulous. 

When it is remembered lhat the most fa- 
mous m nes of Callforaia — the Mariposa, for 
instance — yield no more than $20 or $22 per 
tno, this comparison is sufficient to show that 
Colorado exceeds California in minerrl wealth, 
and will, b Tore long, produce more gold than 
her great rJral, With p< ace restored to our 
land, It is doubtful that the scarcity of labor- 
ers will disappear from the Territory. "As it 
is, capital," sajs Mr. Douglas Cornell, "may 
be employed iu tlte mountains to an almost 
indefinite extent ac a very profitable inves:- 
ment, with ns innch eakty as acccmpanhs 
any other manufacture, anil without the dan- 
cers from the change ol tariffs or glutting tbe 
market, which ba^g over those who ar^ en- 
gaged in other pursu'ts," 

Mr. D"nglas Cornell asserts that there is no 
doubt that mining in Colorado Territory is 
exceedingly remnntrative, and that invest- 
ments in it may be made with the certainty ef 
larce profits. The amount already invested, 
during tbe last few months, is estimated at 
between cue and two millions of dollars, and 
early action cin not be too strongly re 
commended, coocludes our author, io those 
who intend to invest.

It was then 
amalgamated in a Frieburg pan, and yielded 
thir'y^slx ounces of superior retort, worth 
$8C4 in currency. 

lhc ore irom which this result was ob- 
tained was 6econd-class, yielding an av- 
erage of about one hundred dollars to 
tbe cord uneler stamps, by the process of 
gold saving in common use. It will be 
observed that this experiment increased 
that yield over eight fold. It b..s long ben 
known that only a comparatively small per- 
centage of lh<! gold contained in most of our 
ores was being saved by the milling ; rocesses 
in use in the Territory. The yield has seldom 
exceeded one-fifth the actnal value of the ore 
as revealed by assay. This process, it is 
claimed, will Eave ninety per cent., or about 
the same that is obtained f.om the Washoe 
ores. 

The result of this first run reveals the ex- 
ceeding richness of Colorado ores, and the 
great prcfit wita whieh they can be worked. 
Second-c'ass orv, yielding almost, one hundred 
a :d twenty dolltrs to the tun, would set Ctll- 
fornians wild. They know ot no such thing 
in that State, or in the far famed Washoe 
regions. Yet, whilst this ore yields but a 
fractioa over thirteen dollars per tun under 
stamps, and one hundred and twenty by the 
new process, we nave ores that yield by the 
first rude process from one I uodred to three 
hundred d< ll»rs per tun. What, then, will be 
their yield when the improved process will be 
brought to bear, and ninety per cent, of their 
actual value is saved? 

There are ores iu Colorado that have as- 
sayed In gold and silver over forty-two thou- 
sand dollars to the cord, or, say five thousuud 
dollars to tbe tun, according to the assay aad 
report of Professor Day.

New York, Jan. 23. 
The following extracts from private letters 
received in this city are of marked interest: 
{Port Hudson, Jan. 12. 

To General VUman: 

The statement published in the papers of 
the 2'2d December *t the capture and impris- 
onment of Gen. Ullman was a mere canard 
was not a syllable cf trutfe. 

Another invention has gone the rounds of 
the papers, and caused a vast amount of un- 
necessary comment, viz: that the efflcers of 
Ger. Ullman's command who had been taken 
prisoners bad been hotjr by the rebels. Toe 
facts are that after much effort Gen. Ullman 
has since received information as to the late 
of fall the officers of his division who have 
fallen into the hands of the enemy except 
one. 

Those who were captured at Jackson are 
in Libby prison, and those taken at Bnshcar 
Citp in June last are at Gamp Ford, a rebel' 
depot for prisoners, four miles from Tyler. 
It is known that latterly their treatment has 
not differed essentially from that of the other 
prisoners. Gen. Ullman constantly has rebel 
prieoners in his hands, and tnose who know 
him need no assu ranee that, if any of his 
command shall be treated contrary to the 
us«oes of civil warfare, retaliation will be 
sharp and quick. 

Gen. St. George Cook, commanding at Ba- 
ton Rouge, and Gen. Uliuian have seat out a 
large detachment to try to cut off some two 
thousand rebels who are making a stand fif- 
teen miles west. 



Chattanooga, January 23. 

Trains are running regularly between this 
place and Nashville. 

Col. M-C ilium has arrived with one thou- 
sand mechanics and laborers, . and the work 
of rebuilding the raiiroad to Knoxville will 
be commenced at once.

THE BROTHERS. 



Charles Tare was the eldest son of a re- 
spectable tradesman in Liverpool. Enter- 
taining a strong inclination for a seafaring 
life, he was, at the age of fifteen, articled 
as an apprentice to one of the West India 
of that flourishing port, leaving 
at home about eighteen months 
than himself, 
father of these boys had been twice 
married, and they were the sole offspring 
of the first wife. After remaining several 
years a widower, Mr. Tare married a wo- 
man several years younger than himself, 
Whose only recommendations were an agree- 
and a good figure.

At the commencement of the last American 
contest he was commander and part owner 
of a beautiful privateer, of eighteen guns, 
called the Spitfire, fitted out at Plymouth, 
for the express purpose of cruising against 
our transatlantic brethren. The cruise 
proved successful. In the latitude of the 
western islands, he fell in with and cap- 
tured two large and valuable American 
vessels bound to Havre de Grace. He 
manned and sent them into port, and by 
that means considerably reduced the 
strength of his gallant crew. 

Charles Tar*, however, continued his 
cruise, and, about two hundred leagues to 
the westward of Florida, he chanced to fall 
in with a large American ship, mounting 
twenty-four guns and apparently full of 
men. They approached each other upon 
different tacks, and when within pistol 
shot the enemy hailed, inquiring what ship 
that was. He answered, "the Spitfire, 
privateer, of Plymouth." Being hailed i 
return, he replied, "the United Stat* 
private ship of war Vengeance, of Boston 

It was a moment of awful suspense! All 
hands on board the Spitfire were at quar- 
ters; the guns were double-shotted, the log 
gerheads in the fire and everything in 
readiness for pouring a tremendous broad- 
side into the formidable foe; but she hailed 
again the Spitfire and demanded to speak 

and the American captain addressed Tare 
nearly in — as far as memory will permit— 
the following terms : 

"We are privateers, belonging to rival 
nations. The object we have in view is the 
same— to enrich ourselves and owners by 
the spoil of the unfortunate merchant. 
But can this be accomplished by fighting? 
Will not a contest rather frustrate the in- 
tentions of those who fitted us out and like- 
wise subject us to their great displeasure '.' 
I might capture your vessel, or you mine, 
though from the evident disparity of force, 
the chances of war are much in my favor; 
but what good would ensue? I should ob- 
tain possession of a worthless hull, at the 
expense, perhaps, of the lives of my best 
and bravest seamen and likewise incapaci- 
tate myself fr^rni pursuing my cruise. Be 
advised, then, by me. Let us part friends, 
each agreeing to pursue his own course, and 
let us give each other three hearty cheers 
toward the mutual success of our own en- 
terprises.'' 

I have before mentioned that Captain 
Tare's ship was but weakly manned; and, 
oh, what proportion could have given more 
pleasure ! The enemy being much superior 
in force, he felt almost certain that in the 
event of a contest he should be worsted. 

Captain Tare accordingly agreed to the 
American commander's wish. The shipB 
parted company, mutually wishing each 
other pleasant weather and plenty of val 
uable prizes. The Spitfire continued her 
cruise a month longer, when, being short 
of water, she put into Carlisle Bay, in the 
Island of Barbadocs, to obtain a fresh sup 
ply. But the remainder of the adventure 
must be told in the words of Captain Tare 

"There were many vessels in tin bay, 
and we cast anchor at a short distance 
from a large American prize ship that had 
been brought in a day or two before, by one 
of his Majesty's ships-of-war, after 
verc though short engagement. I viewed 
her attentively and was convinced that 1 
kuew her; I called to my flirt officer he. 
also, had been notieing the vessel And 
agreed with me that she was the identical 
privateer we had fallen ui with a month be 
fore. 

"On landing at Bridgetown, I determine! 
that my first visit should be to the late 
commander of the Vengt ahce, who was at 
large on his parole c«f honor. I called a 
his lodgings and was instantly admitted 
into the presence of a tall and handsome 
young man. For a few moments we eyed 
each other steadfastly; neither spoke, ye 
something within told us that we had me 
brfore. I approached him; the recognition 
was instantaneously mutual, and, gracious 
God! I fell into the arms of my dearly be 
loved, ever lamented, mj long lost brother 
I have now only to say that when Edward 
quitted our father's habitation, he proceed 
ed immediately to an American vessel tha 
was on the poi»t of sailing.

Our young seaman became enamored with 
her. The father, seeing their mutual love, 
blessed them with his consent, and the day 
that gave the blooming Mary to the arms 
of my brother saw him, also, the command- 
er of a gallant vessel, his friend and more 
than father having resigned the command 
in his favor."'
